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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to an amendment/response filed on January 23 rd , 2009. 

2. Claims 1 and 5 are amended. 

3. No claims have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 9-13 have been added. 

5. Claims 1-13 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For independent claim 1, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination a 
Wideband cross-connect system comprising at least one SONET add/drop multiplexer, a 
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working WideBand switch fabric, and a protect WideBand switch fabric. The working 
WideBand switch fabric receives a working signal to generate a Payload Defect Indicator 
- Path (PDI-P) code and the protect WideBand switch fabric receives a protect signal to 
generate a Payload Defect Indicator - Path (PDI-P) code. The two generated PDI-P codes 
are compared to select between the working switched payload or the protect switched 
payload. The prior art of Frank et al. (U.S. Patent 6,859,430) in view of Brolin et al. 
(U.S. Patent 6,359,859) and Goodman (U.S. Patent 5,822,299) disclose a cross connect 
system with a working switch fabric and protect switch fabric. The prior art cross 
connect system uses the Payload Defect Indicator - Path (PDI-P) code to detect path 
failures from node to node. However, the cross connect system disclosed by the prior art 
does not generate Payload Defect Indicator - Path (PDI-P) codes in response to 
equipment failures. 

For at least the reasons stated above, the independent claims are allowable 
because they overcome the prior art. The dependent claims are allowable because they 
depend on the allowed claims.
